“In the first place, the whole 
structure of our trade union move 
ment rests upon the foundation of 
free collective bargaining, Com 
pulsory arbitration automatically 
kills free collective bargaining 

“Secondly, compulsory arbitra 
tion by a government agency is 
bound to lead to wage-fixing and 
price-fixing: by the government 


‘That would spell death to a free 


economy. 

“Finally, even if compufsory ar 
bitration were invoked by the gov 
ernment only in disputes threaten 
ing a national emergency, what 
guarantee is there that it will 
work? Who is going to crack the 
whip if either the employer or the 
workers refuse to accept the de 
cision? How, under the U. S. Con 
stitution, can you force employers 
to stay in business or workers to 
stay on the job under conditions 
they consider intolerable?

Turning to the general political 
situation, Miller said the Repub- 
licans had been out of office so 
long they had seemingly mislaid 
the capacity for organizing and 
governing. The relatively progres- 
sive Dewey wing is battling with 
the reactionary Taft wing, and so 
far little has been done in Con- 
gress because the GOP “remains 
in opposition to itself.” 

All in all, Miller figured things 
looked pretty good for the Demo- 
crats in the 1954 Congressional 
elections. 

Miller cited one of Herblock’s 
cartoons in the Washington Post, 
showing Senator McCarthy of Wis- 
consin kicking the GOP elephant, 


and explaining, “I can’t help it; 
it’s a reflex!” 
“That cartoon,” said the Con- 


man, "is the best account I’ve seen 
of what's happening in Washing- 
ton.” 

He said that so far practically 
no legislation had been accom- 
plished, and even that wouldn’t 
have got through if the Democrats, 
actir the part of “an intelligent 
loyal opposition,” hadn’t come to

The proceedings before the State 
Public Utilities Commission have 
spread on the public record the 
minutes of such a meeting.

At the time the nation was be- 
ginning, under vigorous measures 
adopted by the Roosevelt New Deal 
administration, to recover from 
economic paralysis. Employers 
were being urged to undertake ex- 
pansion and rehabilitation pro 
jects; to increase employment and 
wages; governmental aid was pro- 
vided for public works to stimulate 
recovery; workers everywhere 
were beginning to demand reme- 


dies by collective bargaining for 


‘the wage cuts, inhuman working 


hours and other depression manu- 
factured conditions which had 
reduced labor to desperation 

Here are some notes from 
corporation meeting on 
1934: 

“Mr. Lundberg stated that this 
meeting was called on behalf of the 
management of the operating com- 
panies on account of labor unrest ... 

“Unrest in Division 192 had 
caused the other unions on the

“Mr. Miller offered the sug- 
gestion that he would not mind 
the strike if he thought we could 
come out on top, but that he did 
not think we would have a 
chance. 

“Mr. Lundberg substantiated 
Mr. Miller's opinion by stating 
that Washington was full of 
busybodies waiting for a charice 


to jump on corporations to force 
wage increases—such names as 
Creel, Roosevelt, Perkins, John- 
son and others were mentioned 
by different members of the 
Board. 

“Mr. Lundberg said a strike 
would be particularly dangerous 
on account of the elimination of

In the selection Of a foreman a 
man who is the most competent 
craftsman will not always make 
the best supervisor. A man with 
the most technical knowledge will 
sometimes be short on elementary 
psychology and the foreman who 
does not have a full understanding 
of the risks, economies and busi- 
ness policies of the contractor and 
unions will not be able to see the 
need for certain methods of opera- 
tion and will fail, endangering not 
only the present project but pos- 
sibly future operations of the eom- 
pany and union as well.
